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IDEOLOGICAL AFFAIRS 

Ideological Purity of U krainian Literature Scrutinized; A long unsigned three-column article 
carried by RADYANSKA UKRAINA on 25 June declares that the Shevchenko Institute of 
Ukrainian Literature has been slipping from an Ideological point of view "for mare 
than one year" (vzhe ne odyn rik) . The first volume of Kotliarevsky' s collected works, 
particularly the editors' introduction to it, are said to present a distorted picture 
of the development of Ukrainian literature. Indeed the editors' article is so far out 
of keeping with "reality" that It could have been written by an enemy bourgeois 
nationalist . The major sin committed bj the Shevchenko Institute, it appears, is its 
failure to drive home the point that Ukrainian literature has not developed independently 
but in "closest contact" (naitisnishi zvyazki) with, anti under the "influence of 
progressive Russian social thi nki ng and literature" (vplyv rosiyskoy peredovoy suspilnoy 
dumky i literatury). The editor's lack of appreciation of the Russian influence is 
seen also in their references to Kotliarevsky himself s he is pictured as a Ukrainian 
who was educated in Ukrainian culture. The truth, it is claimed, is that Russian culture 
was just as dear to Ms heart as Ukrainian culture, as witness his close and friendly ties 
with the outstanding Russian writers of his time. Th® purely Russian national organizations 
of the early 19th century — the Union of Salvation (Soyuz Spasenia), and the Masonic 

lodges Love of Truth (Lyubov do lotyny) and Union of Prosperity (Soyuz Blagodenstvia) all 

claimed him as their member. Of some significance, in this connection, is the paper's 
concluding unflattering remark that 

. . .Kotliarevsky owed more to the Russian literature 
" of the 18th century than to his predecessors in Ukra- 

inian literature.

The Shevchenko Institute of Ukrainian Literature is finally reminded that Its aberrations 
from the prevailing ideological line are not confined to the above-mentioned publications. 
Crude distortions (grubi perckruchennya) and various shades of bourgeois-nationalist, 
cosmopolitan and other views are said to be discernible in a number of its other 
(unnamed) publications. An implicit suggestion that the interpretation of Kotliarevsky' s 
works represents the considered view of the Institute as a whole and not a slip-up on the 
part of some of its editors is contained In the final passage that not a single voice of 
criticism against the publication was raised within the Institute . 

The Shevchenko State University « a guilty of underrating the importance of Stalin's 
"Marxism and Questions of Linguistics", according to a Kalinovska article of 29 June 
(not broadcast) . The familiar beneficial influence of everything Russian on everything 
Ukrainian, the author avers, is not only underestimated but often left unmentioned. 

This was revealed at a recent conference of the University' a Party organization where 
most of the speakers did not even refer to tit® Ideological changes wrought by Stalin's 
uook on linguistics. One of the speakers even admitted that among the numerous dissertations 
■ submitted by the faculty and students there is not a single one dealing with the 
"interrelations between the Russian and Ukrainian languages" (vzaemozvyazok roslyakoi i 
ukrainskoi mov) . 

The Ukrainian people are told in a long article by Slinko (22 June) that in addition to 
helping their Ukrainian brethren in the last war, the Grout Russian guerrillas operating 
in the Ukraine behind the German lines wero almost as numerous as the Ukrainians themselves . 
Of the 62 nationalities participating in partisan operations, says the author, 55$ were 
Ukrainians and 25$ Russians. After the unification of Kovpok's and Fedorov's units, 
however , more than half of the par blsans fighting in the Ukraine were Great Russians . 
Furthermore, there can be no doubt about the superior talents and achievements of the 
Great Russians since that definition was made by Stalin himself: 

Alive in the memory of the people la the toast made 
comrade Stalin on 24 May 1945 to the Great Russian nation— 
the moat outstanding of all nations making up the Soviet 
Union. That toast expresses the sentiment of all the 
peoples of the U3SR including the Ukrainian people.

FaiDiliar charges ofj "low ideological level" (nyzkiy idemo-teoi-etychnly rivon) in the 
work of the State University, in political lectures J I art and literature are contained in 
a RADXAI4SKA UKRAINA editorial of 2 July, Th* Academy of Sciences of the Ukrainian SSR

A Nikolaywv dispatch to PRAVDA from Tallin (24 June) says that the Esthonian theoretical 
monthly magazine EESTT BOLSHEVIK, published in Esthorlan and Russian, is not doing its 
ideological best. The publication’s weakness, it is claimed, is particularly evident 
in its faulty treatment of the nationality question (natsionalmy vopros). Recalled in 
this connection is a Pusep treatise on the bolshevik policy ’ toward nat ionalist movements 
in Lathonia carried by the magazine in December 1950, In it, the author is said to have 
made little reference to the Marxist-Leninist background of those movements, whereas 
he should have known that such motifs are present in every popular movement., Pusep, 
however-, ia less to blame for writing that treatise than is EESTT. BOLSHEVIK, the organ of 
Esthonia's Central Party Committee, far publishing it, Wor is the Central Committee 
entirely blameless, according to Nikolayev? "It does not manifest sufficient concern,,, 
about raising the magazine's ideological level" (ne proyavlyayet dolzhnoy zaboty,,,

The lack of contact between the scientists and industry is deplored by KAZAKH3TANSKAYA PRAVDA 
of 4 July, The paper says that the Kazakh scientific councils (uchenniw sovety) have not 
seen to the "ideological-political" preparation of scientific cadres, and the result 
is a wide gap between them and production. Inadequate ideological education of scientists 
is seen also in the jfaot that "impermissible liberalism" has crept into scene of their 
dissertations, KIROV 0GRADSKAXA PRAVDA (5 July) says; that too many Party Committees and 
officials pay too liittle attention to ths ideological aspect of their work with the 
intelligentsia , The point, however-, is not amplified beyond the assertion that "there 
must be a constant And implacable struggle against only manifestation of' bourgeois ideology." 
Kapitanovskiy, NovonELrgarodakiy and Vi tyazevakiy r ayohs are singled out as ideologically 
backward,. ; I !

Criticisms, says MOIiOT editorially on 6 July, ia being stifled where it la needed most— at 
conferences of scientific councils and societies. Some scientists, the paper says, are 
laboring under the wrong impression that criticism might undermine their authority. The 
opposite, in fact, i'a trues continued whitewashing of one another's mistakes ia bound 
to have an adverse effect on their prestige. Cited as a case in point is Prof, Voronov's 
theory on therapeutics which "contains incorrect and vicious tendencies" and which is 
nevertheless accepted by Therapeutical Society, Had there been any free criticism allowed 

within that Society, the paper- maintains, such an intolerable situation would not. have

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INDUSTRY 

Poor Quality Stlll__a Problem; Poor production quality, from the manufacture of shoea to 
th* digging of irrigation ca n a l s, on the one hand, and the lack r>r assortment of consumer 
and other goods, on the other, provide the gist of central and regional coramnt on 
industrial activities. PRAVDA and RADYANSKA UKRATNA of 24 June call attention to the 
inferior quality and chronic shortage of foot-wear .. RAPYANSKA UKRATNA declares that despite 
the fact that production of cloth-vamp shoes was far ahead of the quota, the quality of that 
type of footwear ia so inferior that there is practically no demand for it., Where the demand 
is still great, however, as in standard shoes (modelnoe vzuttya), production waa 16.2% short of 
the goal „ There is a sufficient evidence to support the belief, the paper continues, 
that in a number of enterprises of the light, local and woodworking industries "there is 
no decisive struggle against bunglers" (rishuchoi borotby z br ako boramy ne vedetsya). 

Some of the so-called innovations the shoe factories or* wont to boast, about, it io 
claimed, are merely figments of the management's imagination which often do metre harm 
than good „ Such was the case, for example, at the Stanislavakiy shoe factory where it 
was decided to discontinue the technical control of production. 

PRAVDA makes similar disparaging references to the Leningrad shoe factories. The outstand- 
ing features of their performance, the paper says, are low quality and lack of variety. 

One of the tricks adopted by the plant management her* ia to produce some very good models 
for display while the shoes made for the consumer are so inferior in quality as to 
discourage any demand for them. Thus in the "Lenobuv" retail shoe organization alone 
;3 .000,000 rubles' worth of shoes have been lying on' the shelves for some time and cannot be 
disposed of. Picking up the same theme on 1 July, the same paper appeals to the "honesty 
and integrity" (pravdivost i printsipialnoat) of the industrial management with particular 
emphasis on the Ministry of tha Heavy Machine-Building Industry, The latter is said to he 
guilty of producing "sub-standard and low-quality" (nestandartnaya i nlzkokachestvennaya) 
goods .. This has recently been revealed after a spot-check carried out at 18 of its plants. 

No further details of the findings. ore offerwfl, however. Lack of criticism ia again 
blamed far all the troubles, and the paper is quite explicit on that point although it 
men? " . .rtf no names;

The paper further inveighs against. the "account padding" (pripiska) racket which has 
been noted in the lumber industry whose production reports are found to contain fictitious 
products. Such cases have been revealed at th* "Tumenles", "Zapsiblos" and other industrial 
lumber camps. Another racket, it is pointed out, is to "minimize the production capacity" 
(.preumensheat proizvodstvennuyu moshch) of a given enterprise. This in turn calls for a 
reduced production plan which con. then be. completed without any' particular effort. The RSFSR 
Ministry of the local fuel industry is. said to be employing such artifices; 

We still have economic leaders who often digress 
from the right path and stoop to the level of politi- 
cal mediocrities. These are the people who ar* insin- 
cere toward the State . . .

The quality of consumer goods is also th*. object of editorial discussion by ZARYA V0ST0KA 
of 1 July. The Georgian consumer is still getting a raw deal because in the continuing race 
f or high quantitative indices the quality of consumer goods is largely disregarded . The 
production of defective goods which, according to the paper, ia too widespread far 
consumer comfort "is a crime", and the producers of such substandard stuff "should be 
punished according to law." Reference is made also to the "harmful liberalism" ( vxedniy 
liberallzm) which must be "uprooted" before th* consumers demands can even begin to be ful- 
filled. KRYMSKAYA PRAVDA (4 July) admits that even essential consumer goods are not 
always available for sale In the oblast trading organizations. Although the Crimean retail 
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trade ne twork is to be greatly expanded thin year by f,h* addition of "many' clothing and 
footwear stores, the present situation still leaves much to t*e desired The traditional 
lack of Interest in the individual consumer is said to b«* the cause of it all since 
the shortages of essential goods are caused by faulty distribution, not scarcity., 

The chief purpose of the Technical Control Dspar taints ia to insure a high standard of 
quality in production but this, according to SOISIAU'CTICHESKIT DONBAS () July)- is not 
always the case in Stallno oblast „ The product J on of "defective and low-quality goods which 
cause great harm to the national economy" Is still evident in a number of (unnattad) 
enterprises „ A dishonest attitude toward quality production* it is implied, is prevalent at 
the higher administrative levels where the Technical Control Department a can be bypassed 
with Impunity „ It ia the duty of the Party and social organizations, therefore, to 
"severely condemn" the dishonest plant officials and to put greater emphasis on the 
subject of quality in their political education,, 

A summarized KAZAKHS TANS KATA PRAVDA editorial of 5 July r eoa tds the Kazakh fishing industry 
that it has failed to meet its production plans "for a period of several years" , and the 
results of the. first six months of this year show that it is still in arrears.. Lagging 
behind schedules also is the Oral-Caspian Fishing Trust, the largest Caspian enterprise, 
which "rroro moat h. to month does not fulfill its rinhing plan. " 

A ntj-Tj,S , Campaign; The "hate America" campaign has recently bec.onw more prominent in 
broadcasts to home audiences. Although in in tensity arid anmJ.il on-generating references to 
everything American the ptrasant campaign .1? atm a great deal" milder" than the anti- 
nazi propaganda during tha last wkt-, the gap between them has l*een narrowing at an 
alarming pace. This belief is further heightened by the fact that while the onti-nazi 
propaganda was conducted during a war which for the most part was fought or, Russian soil, 
the "hate America" drive is being pressed in time of. fieace against «r> erstwhile ally 
Fur t hex more , the anti -nazi propaganda was, &ti it were , largely allotted by the Germans 
themselves since the atrocities committed on the assies people were real, and it took 
little prcpagandistlc effort to publicize them, American a (.-rocl ties, on the other hand, 
inoliidi ng such gams as germ warfare, agricultural peats, pel eocer- killing and so forth must be 
manufactured and therefore require more propagaadlstic it'genui t.y. Ft may also be swcalled, 
io this connection, that Soviet radio accounts of the Rus*.’- Japan*** righting toward the end 
of the last war were confined largely to factual reporting acd contained little reference to 
Japanese atrocities beyond the "normal " ptwvar flow of material on that theme.
